A training  flight  for  28  Brig- 
Young  University  AFROTC 
ts  was  cancelled  after  take- 
f Friday  when  a generator  in 
ngine  ceased  to  function. 
Failure  of  the  generator  was 
feed  by  an  electrical  fire, 
lich  was  quickly  extinguished 
the  plane’s  engineer,  a ser- 
ant  from  Hill  AFB. 

Lt.  Col.  Rulon  D.  Blake,  BYU 
Bfessor  of  Air  Science,  said 
at  the  plan,  a C-46,  had  an- 
fier  generator  and  an  alternate 
Birer  source  with  which  to  op- 
but  that  the  flight  was 
Sicelled  because  “no  chances  at 
1"  were  taken.

THE  AIR  FORCE  lieutenant 
said  that  the  plane  was  flying 
in  a light  snowstorm,  and  added 
that  everyone  aboard  handled 
the  emergency  with  calmness. 

Major  I.  L.  Bailie,  assistant 
professor  of  Air  Science,  said 
Saturday  that  Friday's  flight 
was  the  first  such  mission  to  be 
cancelled  because  of  engine 
trouble  in  AFROTC  history  at

The  Problem  of  Snow 


Last  week’s  snowstorm  brought  a problem 
to'  many  Brigham  Young  University  students 
who  own  cars.  Provo  Police  Chief  Huck  Snow 
has  ordered  “courtesy  tickets’’  issued  to  driv- 
ers who  violate  Provo  Ordinance  53-9-1. 

That  ordinance  reads:  “It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  park  or  to  permit  any  ve- 
hicle registered  in  his  name  to  be  parked  or 
to  leave  unattended  any  such  vehicle  upon  any 
street  in  Provo  City  for  any  period  longer  than 
30  minutes  between  the  hours  of  2 o'clock 
a.m.  and  six  o’clock  a.m.  of  any  day.” 

Chief  Snow  said  that  the  law  will  be  enacted 
only  during  the  winter  season  when  snow  is 
likely  to  fall.  When  cars  are  parked  on  each 
side  of  Provo’s  not-too-wide  streets,  snow 
plows  cannot  move,  or,  if  they  can  move, 
leave  mounds  of  snow  stacked  against  the 
parked  vehicles. 

Brigham  Young  University  students  are  par- 
ticularly affected  by  the  ordinance  in  that  they 
constitute  a large  percentage  of  drivers  who  do 
not  have  off-the-street  parking  facilities. 

Some  Provo  residences  provide  lodging  for 
several  students  who  own  automobiles,  but 
cannot  or  do  not  provide  for  garage  or  park- 
ing space  for  these  students’  cars,  except  for 
public  streets. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  other  states 
make  provisions  in  zoning  laws  for  parking, 
and  violators’  automobiles  are  simply  carted 
away  to  an  impounding  point  without  cere- 
mony.

enough  pound  space  for  all  the  automobiles  of 
violators,  but  if  such  were  the  case,  Chief  Snow 
would  have  been  well  within  his  rights  to 
enforce  the  ordinance. 

However,  the  Provo  Police  Department  is 
cooperating  with  Brigham  Young  University 
in  solving  the  problem.  The  “courtesy  tickets” 
were  issued  to  warn  violators  that  the  ordi- 
nance will  be  enforced,  and  that  said  violators 
should  make  provisions  for  the  disposition  of 
said  automobiles  in  the  future. 

Perhaps  a thousand  students  have  no  place 
to  park  except  the  city  streets  during  the  time 
specified. 

It  has  also  been  indicated  that  the  ordinance 
will  not  only  be  enforced  during  the  periods 
of  snowfall,  but  also  on  any  day  during  the 
winter  period. 

Provo’s  city  commission,  Chief  Snow,  and 
Capt.  Leonard  E.  Christensen,  BYU  security 
officer,  have  scheduled  a meeting  to  find  some 
answers  to  the  problem. 

One  possible  solution  would  be  for  the  uni- 
versity to  allow  students  to  park  on  several 
BYU-owned  lots.  Another  would  be  for  auto- 
mobile-owning students  to  leave  their  cars  out 
of  town,  a possibility  which  President  Wilkin- 
son has  previously  endorsed. 

The  problem  has  been  caused  by  the  growth 
of  both  Provo  and  Brigham  Young  University. 
Since  there  seems  to  be  no  outlook  of  either 
Provo  or  BYU  ceasing  to  grow,  some  solution 
seems  advisable.

Brigham  Young  Universe

Engineering  Society  Chairman 
Fries  Food  in  Arizona  Sunlight 


I)R.  BILLINGS  Brown,  chair- 
man of  chemical  engineering  at 
Brigham  Young  University,  has 
been  frying  food  in  the  Arizona 
sun  in  the  interests  of  science. 
He  attended  a solar-energy  con- 
ference of  distinguished  men 
and  women  scientists  from  all 
over  the  world  in  Tucson  and 
Phoenix,  Ariz.,  the  first  week  of 
November. 

According  to  Dr.  Brown  sev- 
eral important  discoveries  which 
were  unveiled  at  the  conference 
will  greatly  enhance  the  prac- 
tical use  of  solar  energy  in  the 
immediate  future. 

THE  MOST  outstanding  dis- 
covery he  cited  is  a new  type  of 
nickle  plating  which  increases 
the  heat  absorption  of'  a metal 
so  that  the  sun’s  rays  will  heat 
it  to  the  boiling  point  of  water. 
This  process,  discovered  by  Dr. 
H.  Tabor  of  Jerusalem,  was  on 
display  at  a demonstration  in 
sunny  Tucson. 

Also  on  display  were  various 
types  of  “solar  stoves”  which 
cooked  tasty  samples  of  biscuits 
and  cookies  using  concentrated 
heat  from  the  sun’s  rays. 

Among  the  ideas  discussed  in 
Phoenix  was  a plan  submitted 
by  a Russian  scientist  for  sup- 
plying complete  power  and  heat 
for  an  entire  city. 

The  greatest  immediate 
for  solar  energy,  according  to 
Dr.  Brown,  is  to  heat  homes. 
Many  homes  in  the  United 
States  are  already  heated  by 
solar  plants.  Many  more  homes 
and  also  some  apartment  houses 
with  solar  heating  are  scheduled 
for  construction  in  the 
ture. 

“The  question  might  be  ask- 
ed,” he  commented,  “is  solar 
energy  heating  practical  in  this 
area?  The  answer  is  yes.  Be- 
cause of  Dr.  Tabor’s  discovery 
of  a nickle  plating  with  high 
heat  absorption  and  because  of 
certain  heat  storing  methods 
discussed,  homes  in  areas  with 
as  much  sunshine  as  Provo  can
